After Lee Yost died on August 22, 1994, 
Jim Trotter, current Pennsylvania GBA busi- 
ness manager, sent the staff to the World 
Dairy Expo in Madison, Wisconsin. It now 
has a permanent home in the Dairy Shrine.

Marketing - Webster's Dictionary describes it as “the act or 
process of selling or purchasing in a market”. We dairy farmers 
are constantly involved in marketing. Purchasing feed and sell- 
ing our milk are examples of the marketing that we do every 
day. We’re good at it -- we’re still in business! But, how good are 
we at marketing our premier product, Guernsey cattle and Guern- 
sey milk? Here are some suggestions to help you market more 
effectively. 

1. STOP AND THINK. Marketing begins when you are con- 
templating who to breed that heifer to. Deep pedigrees, strong 
cow families, production and type sell live animals. Choose bulls 
that will improve that heifer and at the same time, may provide 
you with a calf worthy of consignment. Continue to breed to high- 
protein bulls. Even if you’re not in a protein milk market (yet), the 
presence of high-protein milk will help you gain ground with your 
representatives. 

2. SELL ONLY YOUR BEST. Harbor a reputation of integrity 
by selling only your best. Take a good look in your barns and 
pastures, and sell that outstanding individual. If you like her, 
chances are that there are buyers out there that like her too. 
After a couple of consignments of only your best, buyers will 
come looking for your animals, and that means a higher price at 
the auction block. Make sure that your Golden Guernsey milk 
goes to the creamery clean and pure. Remember, ONLY YOUR 
BEST! 

3. STAND BEHIND THE SALE. Be honest, and make every 
effort to satisfy the buyer. You'll find that your cooperation will 
work to the benefit of all Guernsey breeders. Nothing discour- 
ages the sale of Guernsey cattle more than a deal gone sour. 

4. ADVERTISE. Who will know about that super cow, A.I. 
bull prospect, outstanding show winnings or great production, 
unless you advertise? We are living in a “global community’. It is 
no longer enough that your neighbors know your operation. The 
whole Guernsey community needs to know. The more you ad- 
vertise, the more Guernsey breeders (and others) will know your 
name. Keep it in the spotlight! The rewards far outweigh the cost. 

5. Finally, remember that marketing is just a PART OF THE 
TOTAL PICTURE. As Guernsey breeders, we must strive to in- 
crease the number of Guernseys and Guernsey breeders. If we 
don't, we as a breed will suffer. Superb marketing will tell others 
that our breed is alive and well, and will encourage dairy farm- 
ers to follow our path into the next century. 

Next June, at the AGA National Convention, our premier 
Guernsey sale will be held. Now’s the time to stop and think 
about consignments and purchases to be made at the sale. Con- 
signors, be prepared to sell only your best, and buyers will be 
more apt to bid again. After the sale, stand behind your consign- 
ment. Advertise until your product becomes well known through- 
out the Guernsey community. You'll see how marketing is one 
piece of the puzzle that will keep our breed alive.

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Round Table Topic: 
Marketing Guernsey Milk Products 


T* following round table discussion 
features Guernsey breeders who are 
currently marketing their own 
Guernsey milk products. 

Richard and Pamela Bowne of Palisade, 
Minnesota, started their Guernsey operation 
with one cow in 1976, added cows and 
switched farms twice before settling into 
their present 60- 
cow tie stall flat 
barn. Cows are 
confined during 
rough winter 
weather and pas- 
tured whenever 
possible. They pur- 
chase alfalfa, grain 
mix and local grass 
haylage. Young 
stock over three 
months of age are 
housed outside all year in divided group 
pens with lock-ups. 

Eldon and Joanne Moss of Iowa City, 
Iowa, milk mostly Guernseys on the Eljo 
Farm where Eldon was raised. Eldon is cur- 
rently representing District Five on the 
American Guernsey Association Board of 
Directors. 


When and why did you start marketing 
your own Guernsey milk? 

Bowne - Early in 1994 when there was so 
much publicity about rBST, we found out 
about a small processing plant 125 miles 
from our farm that was willing and able to 
process our milk. We commissioned labels, 
plastic quart bottles, and a half-page ad in 
the local paper. In late March, we gave away 
1,000 quarts of “Gemini Guernseys ‘the 
cream rises’ Old Fashioned Style Milk” 
along with a stamped postcard informing 
potential customers of our desire to deliver 
fresh cream-rising milk if the response was 
favorable. More than 10 percent were re- 
turned with an order. In May we started 
delivering to those customers twice a week. 
Moss - We were not satisfied with the price 
we were getting for our milk and knew we 
had a product the consumer would like. We 
thought if we could sell one-half of our pro- 
duction directly to the consumer and sepa- 
rate one-half and sell cream to a butter 
maker, feed the hogs the skim milk (a by- 
product in the ’50s), we would be better 
rewarded financially. We soon found that 
we couldn’t produce enough milk and had 
to buy more cows. 


Where and how do you market your milk? 
Bowne - We haul raw milk to North Branch

Dairy, Inc. where it is pasteurized and 
bottled in quarts, half gallons or gallon stan- 
dard plastic milk containers. Our “Gemini 
Guernseys ‘the cream rises’ Old Fashioned 
Style Milk” is then marketed three ways: 
the home delivery route which reaches an 
area populated by less then 4,000 people; 
at the Farmer’s Market in Minneapolis 
which is 140 miles 
south of the farm; 
and through 12 
stores or co-ops in 
that area. 

The fact that 
we are the first to 
market creamline 
milk in Minnesota 
for at least 20 years 
and that our opera- 
4 tion is so small has 

made news and 
provided much publicity. The only actual ad 
we retain is in our small weekly local pa- 
per. We use information tags for all new or 
potential customers. These explain the di- 
rections for using creamline milk, affirm that 
we do not inject our cows with rBST and 
give information about our farm. 
Moss - We sell our milk from our little store 
that is connected to the barn. We have quart, 
half-gallon and gallon glass milk bottles. We 
put a small ad in the local paper for three 
days in 1951. Since then, it has been strictly 
satisfied customers telling friends and 
neighbors. Being very close to a state uni- 
versity really helps. We sell under the name 
“Moss Dairy”. 
Since we have di- 
rect personal con- 
tact with the cus- 
tomers, they know 
that superior milk 
comes from Guern- 
sey COWS. 


What are the 
greatest  chal- 
lenges you have 
faced marketing 
your own milk, 
and how did you 
solve them? 

Bowne - Some of the challenges we’ve 
solved are dealing with the auditors from 
the Federal Marketing Orders. Since our 
milk is not actually processed on our farm, 
we are subject to the same regulations as 
the big guys, including pooling (sharing 
fluid milk income with the cheese makers). 
This has been solved only by selling all of 
our milk to North Branch Dairy, Inc., buy-

ing it all back for the same price and paying 
the Market Order Fee each month. 

Another challenge has been meeting la- 
beling requirements. We were designing la- 
bels and trying to decipher the requirements 
while the Department of Agriculture was 
busy with everyone trying to comply with 
the Nutritional Labeling Law. This was 
solved by spending extra money to design 
and print labels more than once. Even 
though we seemed small enough to qualify 
us for exemption to the Nutritional Label- 
ing requirements, it would have prevented 
us from selling intrastate (different inspec- 
tion division) or interstate (to Wisconsin 
residents who might buy in Minnesota). We 
also had to admit that marketing can be just 
as time-consuming as dairying, at least un- 
til the market is established. 

Some of the challenges we are still work- 
ing on are: (1) Getting the milk to a cus- 
tomer who is waiting for it. Creamline milk 
looses its shelf appeal rapidly; (2) Research- 
ing the possibility of having our own on- 
farm plant because we would rather bottle 
in glass; (3) Increasing customer numbers 
Right now we retail about half of what we 
produce, or about a quarter of what our fa- 
cilities are capable of producing; (4) Orga- 
nizing the paperwork so it’s routine instead 
of challenging; and (5) Finding the rest of 
the help who will enjoy doing what we need 
done for what we can afford to pay. 

Moss - Educating the people to return their 
milk bottles and that whole milk at five per- 
cent is still 95 percent fat-free has been chal- 
lenges. Some 
things never get 
completely solved.

hired to promote Golden Guernsey milk 
products and to help find necessary machin- 
ery.

When we sell at the Farmer’s Market, we 

stress that our milk is non-fortified and that 
we have 19 percent Vitamin A versus 10 
percent in fortified milk. We stress that this 
comes from the beta carotene. We also ex- 
plain the fact that this is what gives the 
golden color, thus the Golden Guernsey 
trademark. In the past, there was a very 
popular dairy called Ewalds that had Guern- 
seys and did home delivery. Ewalds had the 
lion’s share of milk delivered in Minneapo- 
lis. This gives us an in as folks remember 
this dairy. 
Moss - You must be proud of the service 
you are providing and know the value it has 
to better health with calcium, vitamins, beta 
carotene, etc. We get $2.25 per gallon for 
our whole milk, which is $27 per hundred; 
$2.00 per gallon for skim milk; and $3.00 
per quart for heavy cream. It is necessary to 
cover added expenses of extra labor, elec- 
tricity, soap, nik etc. We do not sell 
a two percent milk

That decline is due to slower demand 
as cheese buyers will have already pur- 


chased their holiday needs by now, says Ken 
Bailey... 


Cheese prices holding 

Cheese prices have shown real tenacity 
and have held up despite stronger milk pro- 
duction. But that is likely to change in the 
weeks ahead, particularly given the Septem- 
ber milk production report. 

Stronger cheese prices are directly related 
to hot demand. For the months May thru 
July, commercial disappearance of Ameri- 
can cheese was 6.1 percent and 4.6 percent 
for other cheese. In addition, commercial 
cold storage holding for natural American 
cheese have decline from 383 million 
pounds in May to 354 million pounds in 
August. That’s 9.7 percent below August of 
last year! This strong demand may be re- 
lated to an overall improvement in the gen- 
eral economy. 

In addition to strong demand for cheese, 
production of cheese is following the sea- 
sonal decline in milk production. August 
cheese production fell 5 percent from July. 
This tightening of the cheese market has re- 
sulted in very strong cheese prices till now. 

Milk has shifted from cheese into butter/ 
nonfat dry milk production. Butter produc- 
tion in August was 3 percent ahead of July, 
by 10 percent ahead of the same month a 
year ago. Nonfat dry milk production in 
August was 12 percent below July, but 32 
percent ahead of the same month a year ago. 

This shift may be due to strong butter de- 
mand and recent DEIP sales. Commercial 
disappearance of butter was up 16.6 per- 
cent during the period May thru July. In ad- 
dition, strong DEIP sales in July and Au- 
gust have placed cumulative nonfat dry milk 
sales thru September at just 33 percent be- 
low the same period a year ago. But strong 
uncommitted CCC holdings of nonfat dry 
milk--equal to about half the August pro- 
duction level - will continue to overhang the 
market. 


Wisconsin production rebounds 

For the first time in months, Wisconsin 
showed a 3.3 percent increase in milk pro- 
duction in September relative to a year ago. 
Also in September, Michigan was up 1.8 
percent, but Minnesota was down 1.0 per- 
cent. In the West, California and Texas
